ascertain and report to the House the nuwber of 
peraone, With the names thereof, now employed in 
the several Departments of the Government, who 
are known to entertain sentiments of hostility to the 
Government of tho United States, and those who 
have refused to take the oath to support the Conati- 
tntion of the United States,” with authority to send 
for persona nnd papers, report, in part, 28 follows: 
‘The Committeo mot for the first time on Saturd: 
the 10th day of July, Messrs. Potter, the Chairman, 
Edgerton, Haight, and Fessenden being present. 


+ On motion of Bir. Potter, [twas voted that the Choirman 
be requested to address & loltor to the beads of tho sevoral De; 
postales, requesting ihe names ofcovky apdotbers mr loy 
Fe'the several Doperiments, designation thoes who ba been 
appolated since the 4th of March, 1861, and also the names 
Teoemnow employed who have refured or noglected to tuke | 
Hee satds to apport the Conatitutlon of the United States sinco 
the 4th of March, 1681.” 


‘This recolution was immediately carried into effect 
by the Chairman, and in the course of a week: there- 
after reyponses were received from the heads of De- 
partmente, conveying the information desired. 

From this time forward the Committee met almost 
daily until tho 24th day of August. It then took a 
rocess for a few days, and resamed ita labora on the 

th of September, and contioned them from day to 
day, until the 8th of October. 

Daring this period, about five hundred and fifty 
charges of disloyalty ageinst pereons connected with | 
the Government were mado and inquired into, in re-| 
jation to which near four hundred and fifty wit-| 
nosees were examined.

Debt in England found tho people in 9 com- 
paratively happy condition; o numerous class 
of small landed proprictora; an indepondent 
yeomaory; an industrious and well paid manu- | 
fucturing population diffused through several| 
districts. ‘The agricultural laborers lived, for 
tho most part, in their own cottages, on the 
bordors of the common londa belonging to| 
covery township. Every man able snd willing| 
to work bad good, substantial fare, and strong, 
home-made clothing, The poor-rates wero} 
small in amount, though distributed with liber- 
ality. Bankruptcies seldom occurred, for the 
yains of labor and of trade weré sure and 
constant, As the debt increased in magnitude 
the small landed proprietors disappeared, 08 
well os the cottages ond gardens on tho 
borders of the common lands; the very name 
of yeoman” was lost; the lsboring popula- 
tion, agricultural ond manufacturing, was| 
cruebed into pauperiom ond orime, and the| 
traders were continually driven into bank- 
ruptey. Out of this wide-spread ruin and 
desolation grew up a class of speculators in| 
funda, loan-mongere, coutractors and com- 
missaries, who drow into great heaps the 
wealth of which the people wera doapoiled by | 
the customs officers and tax-gathérera, Tho| 
umber of bankrupts inoreazed fivefold, while 
population doubled; the coat of living—the| 
barest subsistence—increased twofold, but| 
wages wore enhanced only one-ball; and, while

LOSS OF THE GRAPESHOT.

The boat, however, was| 
swamped under the guards, all the men being thrown | 
over, or jumping into the -water. They were 
rescued by means of ropes thrown to them, The
